WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—Representa- 
tive Culberson of Texas, a member of the 
House Committee on Banking and Currency, 
is in favor of a bill to repeal unconditionally 
the 10 per cent tax on State banks. It has 
been intimated that such a bill would be re- 
ported without any recommendation by the 
committee and without any report as to the 
edvisabily of the House passing upon it. In 
this case there would probably be several 
minority reports, one against the bill, 
another for its repeal with restrictions by 
governmental control, and another for re- 
peal unconditionally.

The Lergest Air Vesselin the World Will 
Ascend From €Eportseman’s Park To- 
Might. 

The largest balloon in the world will ascend 
from New Sportsman’s Park at dusk this 
evening. It is 195 feet in circumference, and 
is not only the largest now in existence, but 
the largest ever made. 

The ascension will be made with a dasket 
attached, which will contain a number of 
self-registering thermometers and barome- 


with automatic pens, driven dy 
clock-work, giving the exact pressure and 
temperature atthe different altitudes. By 
automatic attachments, also, the balloon, 
at a height of five miles, will drop 5,000 
souvenirs presented by the owners, the Old 
Dominion Cigarette Co., and at a height of 
ten miles a photographic apparatus, focussed 
by a clock arrangement, will takea view of 
the earth. Ballast will be thrown out Dy an 
automatic attachment. 

All signal service officers willbe notified [ 


rt when ft passes their stations. It is ex- 
pected that it the mammoth alr vessel re- 
turns to the earth safely information will be 
obtained through these automatic attach- 
ments which will be of incalculable benefit 
to scientists, giving a more correct knowl- 
edge ofthe aircturrents than would ever be 
obtainable by the methods now in vogue. 
The instruments are furnished by the 
United States Signal Service and 
are under the supervision of Mr. W. II. 
Hammon ofthe St. Louis Weather Bureau. 
The automatic attachments were invented 
and arranged by Mr. William Turk of the Old 
Dominion Cigarette Co., andthe utmost faith 
ishad intheir doing the work expected of 
them. 
At the time of the ascension the search 
lights on the Equitable building will be 
turned upon it in order that it can be seen 
as far as possible on its journey through the 
clouds, while telescopes will be used when it 
has passed beyond the limitof ordinary vis- 
ion. As far as possible an accurate account 
will be kept of its trip by every possible 
means, and scientifc men are looking for- 
ward to the result with a great deal of in- 
terest.

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AFFAIRS IN MEXICO. 


How Her People Stand on the Silver 
Question—General Prosp:srity. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Senator Teller, who 
has just returned from Mexico, in an inter- 
view with your correspondent said: Mex 
ico is enjoying a greater degree of prosperity 
than ever before and there is a very hopeful 
feeling among the peope, both native and 
foreign, astothe future. Manufactories are 
springing up everywhere. The country has 


made great progress in the industrial arts 
and pursuits during the last seven or eight 
years and all the foreigners that 1 
met said that the progress made 
in that time was phenomenal and would 
continue. The high price of exchange 
has stimulated the production of very many 
articles not heretofore producedin Mexico 
and will largely stimulate the export of agri- 
cultural products. This is particularly true 
of coffee and I found quite a large number of 
American and English capitalists who are 
passing their money into coffee plantations. 
But it is quite apparent to me that the great- 
est Meld for investment is in general manu- 
factures, including the production of cotton 
and woolen goods, as well gas in the manu- 
facture of machinery ot all kinds and classes, 

„At the City of Mexico I met the President, 
the members of his cabinet and the heads of 
the departments. I found everywhere a 
great interest in the silver question and that 
the Mexican officials were as thoroughly in- 
formed as tothe situation as our own peo- 

% They had evidently followed the silver 
Jedbates in Congress with a great deal of care 
and attention and consequently understood 
the policy of the situation as though they 
lived within our own borders, The present 
production of silver in Mexico now amounts 
to about $42,000,000 annually, and I do not 
believe it will diminish, but rather expect to 
see it increase. ‘There is a desire to see the 
United States take hold of the silver question 
and settle it. 

There is a general sentiment among the 
public that there should be closer commer- 
cial relations between the United States and 
Mexico, a sentiment in which I heartily con- 
cur. I believe it quite possibie for the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to make a 
treaty with Mexico, sometbing in the nature 
of the one Degotiated by Gen. Grant, tbat 
will be Of great benefit to the people of Mexico 
and the United States. :

tention, as expressed in his message at the 
opening ofthe regular session of the fifty- 
third Congress, Mr. Cleveland to-day trans- 
mitted the following special communication 
to both Houses: 


I. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

In my recent annual message to Congress I 
briefly referred to our relations with Hawall 
and expressed the intention of transmitting 
further information on the subject when 
additional advices permitted. Though Iam 
not able to now report a definite change in 
the actual situation, Iam convinced that the 
difficulties lately created both hereand in 
Ha wall, and now standing in the way of a 
solution through mctian 
problem . presented, 
and expedient that the matter 
should be referred to the 
broader authority and direction of Congress, 
with a full explanation of the endeavor thus 
far made to deal with the emergency and a 
statement of the considerations which have 
governed action. I suppose that right and 
justice should determine the path to de fol- 
lowed im treating this subject. If national 
honesty is to be disregarded and a desire for 
territorial extension or dissatisfaction witha 
form of government not our own is to regu- 
late our conduct, I have entirely misappre- 
hended the mission and character of our 
Government and the behavior which the 
conscience of our people demands of their 
public servants. 

When the present Administration entered 
upon its duties the Senate had under consid- 
eration atreaty providing for the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands tothe territory 
of the United States. 

Surely under our constitution and laws the 
enlargement of our limits is a manifestation 
of the highest attribute of sovereignty, and 
if entered upon as an executive act, all 
things relating tothe transaction should be 
clear and free from suspicion.

II. 
WHY THE TREATY WAS RECALLED. 

Additional importance is attached to this 
peculiar treaty of anexation, because it con- 
templated a departure from unbroken 
American tradition in providing for the ad- 
dition to our territory of islands ot the sea 
more than 2,000 miles removed from our 
nearest coast. 

These considerations might not of them- 
selves cali for interference with the comple- 
tion of a treaty entered upon by a previous 
Administration. But it appeared from the 
documents accompanying the treaty when 
submitted to the Senate, that the ownership 
of Hawall was tendered to us by the Pro- 
visional Government, set up to succeed the 
constitutional ruler of the islands, who had 
been dethroned,andit did not appear that 
such Provisional Government had the sac- 
tion of either popular revolution or suffrage. 
Two other remarkable features ofthe trans- 
action naturally attracted attention. One 
was the extraordinary haste—not to say 
precipitancy—characterizing all the trans- 
actions connected with the treaty. It ap- 
peared that a so-called Committee of Safety, 
ostensibly the sourceof the revolt against 
the Constitutional Government of Hawali, 
was Organized on Saturday, the lé4th day of 
January; that on Monday, the i6th, the 
United States forces were landed at Hono- 
lulu from a naval vessel their iying 
in its harbor; that on the 17th 
the schemo of a Provisional Govern: 
ment waséperfected and a proclamation 
naming its officers was on the same day pre- 
pared and read at the Government buildings; 
that immediately thereon the United States. 
Minister recognized the Provisional Govern- 
ment thus created; that two days afterward, 
on the 19th dayof January, commissioners 
representing sach Government salied for

Committee on Foreign Affairs in that body 
and his consequent familiarity with inter- 
national topics, joined with his high char- 
acter and honorable reputation, seemed to 
render him pecullarly fitted for the duties 
intrusted to hifi.

It is sum 
client to note the fact and to observe that the 
project was one which was zealously 
prompted by the minister there 
representing the United States in tha 
country. Heevidently hadan ardent desire

X. 
JUSTICE SHOULD BE DONE. 

But in the ‘present instance our duty does 
not, in my opinion, end with refusing to con- 
summate this questionable transaction.It has 
been the boast of our Government that it 


seeks to do justice in all things without re- 
ware to the strength or weakness of those 
with whom it deals. I mistake the American 
people if they favor the odious doctrine that 
there is no such thing as international! moral- 
ity; that there is one law for a strong na- 
tion and another for a weak one, and 
that even by indirect strong power may, 
with impunity, despoll a weak one of Its ter- 
ritory by anactof war, committed with the 
participation of a diplomatie representative 
of the United States and without authority 
of Congress, a government of a feeble, but 
friendly and confiding people has been over- 
thrown, 

A substantial wrong has thus been done 
which a due regard for our national charac- 
ter, as well as the right of the injured peo- 
ple, required that we should endeavor to re- 
pair. The Provisional Government has not 
assumed a republican or other constitutional 
form, but has remained a mere executive 
council or oligarchy, set up without the a8- 
gent as the people. It has not seen ft to 
And a permanent basis of popular support 
and has given no evidence of an intention to 
Goso. Indeed, the representatives of that 
Government assert that the people of 
Hawall are unfit for popular Government 
and frankly avow that they can be best 
ruled by arbitrary or despotic power.

THE LAW OF NATIONS.

XII. 
WHAT THIS GOVERNMENT SHOULD DO,

terms not only by tacit consent, but through 
the positive acts of some members of the 
Government who urged her aceable sub- 
mission, not merely to avoid bloodshed, but 
because she could place implicit reliance 
upon the justice of the United States and that 
the whole subject would be finally considered 
at Washington. 

Ihave not, however, overlooked an inci- 
dent of this unfortunate affair which remains 
to be mentioned. The members of the Pro- 
visional Government and their supporters, 
though not entitled to extreme sympathy, 
have been led to their present predicament 
of revolt against the Government of the 
Queen dy tze indefensibie encouragement 
and assistance of our diplomatic representa- 
tive. This fact may entitle them 
to claim that in every effort to 
rectify the wrong of the committee, some re- 
gard should be had for their safety. This 
sentiment is strongly seconded by my anxiety 
to do nothing which would invite either 
harsh retaliation on the part of the Queen 
or violence and bloodshed in any quarter. In 
the bellef that the Queen, as well as her 
enemies, would be willing to adopt such a 
course as would meet these conditions, and 
in View of the fact that both the Queen and 
the Pwrewicioual @Vern ment bad at ono time 
apparently acquiesced in a reference of the 
entire case to the United States Government, 
and considering the further fact that in any 
event the present Government, by its own 
declared limitation, was only ‘‘to exist until 
terms ofunion with the United States of 
America have been negotiated and agreed 
upon.“ I hoped that after the assurance to 
the members ofthat Government that such 
union could not be consummated Iimight 
com pass a peaceful adjustment ofthe dim- 
culty. 


THE PRESIDENT’S PLAN FOILED. 
Actuated by these desires and purposes, 
and not unmindful of the inherent perplex!i- 
ties of the situation, nor of the limitations 
upon my power, linstructed Minister Willis 


to advise the Queen and her supporters of 
my desire to aid in the restoration of 
the status existing before the lawless 
landing of the United States forces 
at Honolulu on Jan. 16 last, if such restora 

tion could be effected upon terms providing 
for clemency as well as justice to all persons 
concerned. Ihe actions suggested, as the 
last instructions show, contemplate a gen- 
eralamnesty tothose concerned in setting 
up the provisional government and a 
recognition of all its bona fide 
acts and obligations. In short they 
require that the past should be buried, and 
that the restored Government could resume 
its authority as If its continuity had not been 
interrupted. 

These conditions have not proved accepta- 
ble to the Queen, and though she has been 
informed that they will be insisted upon, and 
that unless acceded to the efforts 
ofthe President to aid in the restora- 
tion of der Government will cease, 
I bave not thus far learned that she is willing 
to yield them her acquiescence. The check 
which my plans have thus encountered has 
prevented their presentation to the mem- 
bers of the Provisional Government, while 
unfortunate public misrepresentations of 
the situation and aggregated statements of 
the sentiments of our people have obviously 
injured the prospects of successful executive 
mediation. 

I therefore submit this communication, 
with the accompanying exhibits, embracing 
Mr. Blount’s report, the evidence and state- 
ments taken by him at Honolulu, the instruc- 
tions given to both Mr. Biount and Minister 
Willis, and correspondence connected with 
the affair in hand. ‘ 

In commending this subject to the ex- 
tended powers and wide discretion of the 
Congress I desire to add the s#ssurance that 
I shall be much gratified to co-operate in any 
legisiative plan which may be devised for the 
solution of the problem before us, which Is 
consistent with American honor, integrity 
and morality.

IN THE COURTS 


Summonses Secured To-Day in 
Two Smoke Nuisance Cases. 


The Security and Laclede Building Com- 
panies the Defendants. 


FIRST PROSECUTIONS COMMENCED US- 
DER THE NEW ORDINANCE. 


The Crusade Inaugurated Two Years Ago 
by the Pést- Dispatch Bearing Fruit— 
How the Smoke Abatement Associa~ 
tion Proocured the Evidence on Which 
It Hopes to Secure a Conviction—The 
Fight Against the Smoke Nuisancs. 


The Citizens’ Smoke-Abatement Associa- 
tion is now fairly launched upon the prose- 
cution of those chiefly responsible for the 
smoke nuisance. This morning informa- 
tion was filed and summonses were issued in 
the First District Police Court against 
the owners of two buildings, said 
to be the worst offenders in this 
respect inthecity. The summonses in ques- 
tion were against the Laclede Building Co. 
and the Security Building Co. They were 
secured by Attorney McQuillin and Smoke 
Inspectors Samuel R. Fox and August Knick- 
mier, who visited the Four Courts shortly 
after9 clock this morning. and after a 
short interview with City Attorney Butler 
had the satisfaction of seeing the papers 
issued. 

The summonses willl be served upon the 
corporations pamed as quickly as possibie. 
The cases have Deen set for hearing for Dec. 
27 next, when the prosecution will be vigor- 
ously pushed, 

SECURING EVIDENCE. 

The term of grace, thirty days, allowed 
after the customary notices had been served 
upon the Laclede and Security buildings ex- 
pired last week. On Saturday the members of 
the association assisted the two liuspectors 
in keeping watch upon the offending chim- 
neys. Altogether ten persons were so en- 
gaged, andallare prepared to testify as to 
the immense volumes of beavy. black and 
offersive smoke which issued therefrom at 
intervals all day. bach watcher carefully 
noted the length of duration of each 
such intermission of smoke and 
jotted down in a note book a de- 
scription as to its color and volume. The 
camera was also employed, and it is ex. 
pected that the photographs secured will 
form dumb but conclusive witnesses against 
the offenders. The evidence secured dy the 
prosecution is regarded as the strongest and 


most positive Kind, and they look forward 
with confience toward securing their first 
convictions. without much difficulty. 

The summonses issued to-day and the ben- 
efits which will unquestionably result from 
the same in freeng the city from the dis- 
agreeabie burden of soot, smoke and dirt 
under which it hat so long labored may de 
directly credited to the Post-D1sPaTCH.

Several of these have consumers 
in operation,-andthe result was very satis- 
factory indeed, barely any smoke at all being 
perceptible. Where we stood we had a clear 
view of the Post-DisPATCH chimneys and 
could find no fault with them. If the public 
would only contrast these chimneys w'th 
many others down town they would asa 
unit be in favor of the work we are trying to 
accomplish. 

Unfortunately many furnaceswhich have 
smoke consumers applied give off smoke as 
dense, black and in as great a volume as 
those which have none. In these 
cases itis the fault of the engineer, who 
is too careless and lazy to properly 
operate the device. It is not enough to ap- 
ply a device toa furnace; it must receive 
proper attentton and failure to do this will be 
prosecuted just as vigorously as will in 
stances in which no such consumer has been 
applied. 

Ihe city officials are co-operating hearti- 
ly with usin the matter and I am satisfied 
that a marked improvement will be obsery- 
able during the next few months.’’

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OUR FIONEERS IN MEXICO. 
The effort to introduce -that great civil- 
izer, the horse race, into Mexico, in order 
that the cruel bull fighte might gradually 
disappear, has not met with the success 
that was hoped for. 
But shall we retire at the very threshold, 
as it were, of the improvement we have 
contemplated for our neighbors?

The education 
of the Mexican in our ways must be more 
or less clogged by this primitive arrange- 
ment. No doubt President Diaz, as soon 
as he sees the importance of a change, will 
exert himself to destroy this cancerous 
monopoly, so detrimental to all real prog- 
ress in public amusements. 

It may be some years before the Ameri- 
can horse really gets on his feet in Mexico, 
but we can afford to be patient.

It was to be expected that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney would show contempt for the anti- 
trust law. As a corporation attorney and 
special representative oftrustsin the Cabi- 
net he would have been Inconsistent if he had 
not tried to show that it was no use under- 
taking any prosecution of trusts now. 

Mr. Olney in his annual report finds fault 
with the Sherman anti-trust law because it 
doesn’t give him a chance to get at trusts 
which confine their operations wholly within 
the borders of a State.

NOW IN THE PENITENTIARY FOR MUR- 
DERS DONE IN TEXAS.

He Was the Fiend Who Shot Four Women 
im One Night at Denison—His Record 
in Chicago and in Cities of the Far 
West—Painter Does Not Fear the Gal- 
lows Now.

mcd, III., Dec. 18.—The newly discoy- 
ered evidence in the Painter murder case at 
Chicago, which caused Gov. Altgeld to grant 
the condemned man, who was to have been 
hanged last Friday, a respite, may offer a so- 
lution of the series of murders in Texas, end- 
ing with the quadruple tragedy in Denison, 
for which Dick Edwards was tried, convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary a few days ago. 

It will be remembered that in the trial of 
Painter for the murder of Allee Martin, a 
mysterioas personage, known only to 
witnesses as Diek, figured in 
much of the testimony. It now seems 
- probable that this Diek“ is Dick Edwards, 
the Texas murderer, Painter’s attorneys are 
satisfied now that they can prove that Ed- 
wards was in Chicago at the time of the mur- 
der; that he refe to it afterward in Salt 
Lake City and referred to it again in an 
anonymous letter sent to Denison, Tex. , and 
which was used to convict him of the murder 
for which de was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment there. The exact contents of that let- 
ter are not known to the attorneys in Chiea- 
go, but it is stil in existence, has 
been written for and is expected to reach 
here Wednesdaf in that letter the writer 
admits the Texas murders and also spoke of 
another crime he had committed, which is 
now supposed to be the one for which Painter 
came so near hanging. Henry L. Tolman, 
the microscopist, testified at the Texas trial 
that tnis letter was in Edwards’ handwriting. 
Its exact bearing on the present case will not 
be known until it reaches here. Luther Laflin 
Mills saw it, but cannot remember just what 
its contents were, 

J. N. Donaldson, who is at the Central 
Hotel, 249 Clark street, came forward with 
the evidence as to Dick Edwards’ references 
to the murder while in Utah. Edwards was 
known as ‘‘Coyote Dick’’ there, according to 
Donaldson, and was accused of the murder 
of a man named Callaghan, but not con- 
victed. He admitted having been In Chicago 
a short time before, about the time Alice 
Martin was murdered, and frequently re- 


ferred to an Alice, wham, he said, another 
man took away from him. But. he al- 
ways added significantly, ‘‘it.didn’t do him 
any good. This fits the Martin woman’s 
case exactly. 

Eawards’ record is better known in Texas 
however, than in Utah. He has always lived 
with disreputable women and has always 
been most brutalin his treatment of them. 
He killed one in Denison, Tex., and then 
murdered Mrs. W. F. Haynes because she 
did not give him some money that he de- 
manded when he was trying to elude the 
olice. A 19-year-old girl was also mur- 

ered for the same reason, W. F. Haynes 
followed him North and finally secured his 
arrestandconviction. Mr. Haynes has the 
anonymous letters of defiance that he wrote 
tothe authorities in which he mentioned 
another crime, and it is belleved that he can 
produce additional evidence to show that 
Edwards was in Chicago at the time of the 
murder of the Martin woman. 

Mr. Haynes consulted me some months 
a go, said Luther Lafiin Mills. He was the 
secretary of the Leeper Hardware Co. of 
Denison, Tex., but said he had devoted his 
life to running down the man who had killed 
his wife. From himI learned that his wife 
had been murdered in May, 1892, and that ev- 
erything pointed to Edwards asone ofthe 
murderers. Mr. Haynes came North to hunt 
for bim and found him in New York. On his 
person were a number of letters that in- 
dicated that he was a professional crimina), 
and had committed at least one offense in 
addition to the Texas crime. There was 
also a letter received by the chief 
of police of Dentson in which the writer 
gave the details of tne murder of Mrs. 
Haynes and defied the police to capture him. 
I referred Mr. Haynes to H. L. Tolman, the 
expert as to handwriting, and he identified 
the handwriting inthe anonymous letter as 
Edwards’. Whenlread that Edwards was 
suspected of deing the murderer of Alice 
Martin I recalled these letters in a general 
wavand notified Maj. Blackburn. have 
now written to Texas to getthe originals 
and see just what light they may throw on 
the crime. 

Another man who it is expected can throw 
a good deal of Nght on wards’ life and 
whereabouts at the time of the Martin mur- 
der is Archibald N. Taylor. Ar. Taylor de- 
fended Kdwards in extradition proceedin 
at West Superior, Wis., and Edwards ad- 
mitted to him then that he had been in Chi- 
cago a short time before. An effort will be 
made now to establish the exact time. 
George H. Painter, who was to have deen 
hangea 8 was full of Ute aud bub- 
bling over with cheerfulness to-day. He 
now has the opportunity he has longed for to 
rove his innocence of the murder of Alice 
Martin, He will improve the time and if he 
— 15 will not complain of a lack of oppor- 
tunity.

— The return to power of 
Sig. Crispi, the former most pertinacious foe 
ofthe Vatican, has excited no little com- 
ment and speculation. A prelate who stands 
close to the Pope was approached regarding

Moe do not think anything about it at all, 
he said, because Crispi, Zanardelll or 
Ruidini are all the same to us. Whoever 
may be at the head of the Italian Govern- 


ment the relations between the Quirinal and 
the Vatican will remain the same. 

Crispi was in power he waged 
open warfare against the Pope and the 
Catholics. Nevertheless, inspite of his en 
mity to the papacy, he has at least the merit 
of being frank.

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REPORT OF A DARING RAID MADE TO 
an

He Had Bought From Him— 
wards Made Him Help to Lead Up 
Hise Wagon—Captured After a Desper- 
ate Struggle. 


The report ot rost Omee Inspector Houk 
upon the recent robbery of the Post-office at 
Brazil, I. T., made to Inspector in Charge 
Joe F. Johnson this morning, revealed a very 
interesting story of the details ot the rod - 
bery. 

The Post-office in question is located in a 
store on the outskirts of the town of Brasil, 
About 8:30 0’clock on the night of the isth 
inst, a man named Jack Petty entered the 
store and joined in conversation with several 
men present, among whom was Howard 
Martin, the Assistant Postmaster, who was 
in charge of the store at the time. Petty re. 
mained until all had gone home witht the ex- 
ception of himself and Martin, He then made 
several purchases, and among other things 
bought a piece of rope, which he subsequently 
used to tie Martin's hands. This he carried 
with him but the other article he said he 
would pay for in the morning when he came 
around with his wagon to carry them away 


in. 

Petty’s business completed, Martin walked 
to the door with him for the purpose of clos- 
ing and locking it after he had gone. As 
they approached the door Petty suddenly 
drew a revolver, and covering Martin with 
it, ordered him to throw up his hands. Mar- 
tin lost no time in complying. He was then 
made to lie down on the “floor 
and to crawl up to  Petty’s feet. 
Then Petty made him place his hands Dehind 
his back, and securely tied them there with 
the rope ne had ro leaving Martin 
helplessly trussed up on the floor.

sack the store andthe Post-office. He 
appropriated all the cash, stamps, etc., he 
could find. Then he made a selection 
0 a large — of 
from the stock of the store 
which he placed near the door ready to carry 
off. Some of the articles he selected were 
too heavy for him to carry a 
himself, 80 he ordered Martin 
stand up and to assist bim 
in removing them to his§wagon, which he 
had left in a secluded spot half a mile away. 
In all the couple made three 
trips to the wagon, carrying 
great quantity of gf each time. 
During this time Martin was working to 
loosen tre bonds which held his wrists and 
on tpe third trip he succeeded in freeing 
his hands. The instant he ae 
this he turned on Petty and 
before the latter realized what had hap- 
pened, had knocked him down. Petty was 
hampered a great deal by the amount of 
booty he had stowed away in his pocket, and 
could not draw his revolver. 

The two men struggled on the ground for 
some moments until a colored Diacksmith, 
attracted by Martin's cries, hurried 
to the scene and aided in se- 
curing the robber. In the struggle 
one of Martin's Ofngers was bitten through 
and he retaliated by almost biting off Petty’s 
nose, Petty was secured with the same rope 
with which he had previously bound Martin 
and was taken to Fort Smith, where on Sat- 
urday last he was held to the Grand- jury in 
31, 000 bonds.

The Trial of the Noted Prisoner Resumed 
at Edinburgh. 


_ Ept~rpurcu, Dec. 18.—Alfred J. Monson, 
‘the tutor who is upon trial here, charged 
withthe murder of Lieut. Hamorough at 

tin August last, was removed at 
the close of the proceedings on Saturday to 
Oariton Jau in order that he might have 
Dotter lodgings during Saturday night and 
Sunday. In consequence, to-day there was 
@ Very large crowd waiting about the court 
in hopes of being able to obtain a glimpse of 
the prigoner, who is attracting so much at- 
tention throughout the United Kingdom. 
Monson, however, was returned to the court 
Cells yesterday evening in order to avoid the 
demonstration, which, it was expected, 
would be made if he should be escorted 
through a large crowd. The court-room to- 
day was crowded with spectators and re- 


rtersand there was the usual hum pre- 
vious to the commencement of the day’s 


work, discussing the prospects of the pris- 


oner 

Monson to- -day was as bright and cool as 
ever. He carried a number of papers in his 
hands and chatted in a lively manner to his 


counsel. 
The first witnesses called were lawyers rep- 


resenting Maj. Hambrough and the insur- 
ance companies. They testin to the va- 
rious financial arrangements ween their 
clients and Monson. The latter wrote in 1698, 
that up to November, 1891, Ma Hambrough 
owed bim £4,000. in addition to expenser 
which the prisoner had incurred on 
ng Hambrough.
